I Prof. Frank Paraona of Boston 
lha* been rouaed by Prea. Eliot'-) 
i comment* on the labor situation in- 
|to writing the following well-put're¬ 
tort: 

"President Eliot of Hf^.trd 
does not tse why workidEgiqii 
want short hours. He laiw. he 
wants to work all the hour* he 
cahl Verily, so do I. But that 
is because I am doing the sort of 
work I lore and I am my own 
boas. This is still more emphati¬ 
cally the case with President 
Eliot. Hi* labor ia a delight. It 
U intelleetual, aociai. ciric, ethi¬ 
cal, at the.ssmr timr^that it i-jn- 
duatrial. But let him drudge'in 
a coal mine, or toil in a rolling 
mill ten or twelve hour.* a day, at 
the beck and call of a Ikmu, ex- 
hauating body and aonl for a 
mere aubsiatence. and subject to 
diacbaiw at tlie will of an un- 
aympathetic employer, and ae^ if 
he win not join in a movement 
for the eight-hour day. It ia a 
movement- of the deepest lignifi- 
canne to humanity, a movement 
that liea at the very- heart of civil- 
iution and progress, and even 
from the economic aiandpyint it 
is of vital importance. It ia the 
long hours of overwork that arc 
to blame for many of tha most 
terrible railroad act-identai And 
it is the long houra of bnitalixing 
toil that make ‘the man with the 
hoe.’” ‘ 

In Xew York there ia a tenement 
building that has come to be known 
aa the “lung building" beoeusc of 
the girat nsmber of cases of cob- 
yumpti.on that have been ttkcR to 
the hospitals from it Similar 
plagn^/apota exist ■ in every large 
city, and even the smaller onea, even 
though their fell work may not bq 
recognized.

(FROM UNIONISM AND SOCIALISM.! 

H HE trades-union movement of the present day haa encmic.i 
within and without, and upon all iiidcs, some attacking it 
openly and others imfidiooslr, but all bent either npon de¬ 
stroying it or reducing it to unresisting impotency. 

The more or less open enemies have inaugurated some start¬ 
ling innovations during the past few years. The private armies the cor¬ 
porations used lome .years ago, such as Pinkerton mercenaries, coal au<I 
iron police, deputy marahala, etc., have been relegated to second place u» 
out of date, or they arc wholly out of comraission. It has been found 
after repesfed experiments that the conrta are far more deadly to 
traAsfe-nqions. and that they operate noiselessly and with unerring 
precision. 

Tha rapid fire injunction is a great iraproTement <« the gatling 
gun. Nothing can get beyond its range and it never niaaes fire. 

The c^italista are in entire control of the injnnction artillery and 
all the judicial gunner has to do is to touch it off at their command. 

Step bv step the writ of injunction has invaded the domain of 
trades-unionism, limiting ita jnrisdiclion, curtailing its powers, sap¬ 
ping it* strength and uMermining its foundations, and this hat been 
done by the courts in the name of the institutioa* they were designed 
to taf^ard, but have shamelesaly betrayed at the behest of the barons 
of capitalisin. . 

Injunctions have been iaaned restraining the tradea-nniona and 
tbair members from atriking, from boycotting, from voting fonda to 
strikers, from levri^ aaseasments to support their members, from -walk- 
itot on the public highway, frmn asking non-tmion men not to trice 
their places, from meeting to oppow wage ruuctiona. from expelling 
a spy from membership, from holding converutkin -with those who had 
taken or were about to toke their jobs, from - congregating in public 
places, from holding meetinp, from doing an.vthing and everything, 
dfaffcUy, indirectly or any other way, to interfere with the employing 
claaa in their unalienable right to operate their plants aa their..'own 
interests may dictate, and to mn things .gettcra'lj to anit themaelvee. 

."The oourta have found it in line witn jud ctri prooednie to strike 
every weapon from labor’s eoDnomic hand and leaa' it defenaelesa at the 
rnef^ of its exploitar; and now thatihe conrta have gone to the last 
extoemiW in thia nafarioua plot of auhjui^pn, labor, at Ikat, is waking 
nn to the fact that it'haa not been using its priitieri arm in toe struggle 
:at all; that toe haUot which it een widd is strong enoujdi not. only to 
'disarm tha'enemy, but to drive that enemy entirely from the-fl^.

They had come to grief v ith material¬ 
ism. "/he Hfliginn mi/sa if.-m I’o/f- trhnllfn fr»rden,"—religion must 
Ik- kept olive for tiie ]a>ople -that was the only and the last ini-ans to save 
society from utter ruin. I'aforlunately for themselves, they did not 
find this out until they had done their level best to break up religion for 
ever. .\nd now it was tbe turn of the British bourgeois to sneer and to 
say; ‘•Why. you fools. I eould have told you that two hfflidred years 
ago!'’ 

However. I am afraid neither the rcligioua stolidity of the British, 
nor the po.«/ jrthtm conversion of the Continental bourgisiis will .sfem 
the rising Proletarian tide. Tradition is a great retarding fon-e, is the 
ci: incr/i«c of hi torv, hut. la-ing merely passive, is sure to he broken 
ilowii: and ihn.s. religion wil) lie no lasting .safeguard to eapitalist society. 
If our juridical, ptiilosuphicai. and religious ideas arc tlie mon' or less 
reinoie ollshots of the cconomii-al relations prevailing in a given society, 
such ideas cannot, in the long run, withstand the effects of a eomplete 
change in these relations, .-tnd, unless wc believe in supernatural reve- 
luiinn. we must adpiit that no religious tenets will ever sulKcc to prop 
up a tottering society. 

In fact, in Eqglund too. the working-people have hogim to move 
again. They are, no duiiht, shaekhsl hv traditions of various kinds. 
Bourgeois traditions, siu-h as tlie widespread belief that there can Imi 
hill two parlies. Conservatives and I.ilH-rnls, and that the working-class 
must work out its own salvation hy ami through the gn-at IuIktuI party. 
Working-mens traditions, inheriiisl from their first tentative ciTorts at 
inf1e[)endent action, suih as the e.vclusion. from ever so many old Trade 
Unions, of all applicants who have gone through a regular apprentice¬ 
ship; which means the hrts-ding hy i-very siirh union, of Its own hliiek- 
legs. But for all th.at the Kiiglisli working-class is moving, as c'-.-n Pro- 
fisisor Bn-ntano has -svirowfully had to rcjHirt to his brother Kalhisler- 
.''ocialists. It movi-s, like nil tilings in Kngland. willi a slow uml mea-s- 
ureil slep. with hesitation here, with more or les.s unfruitful, tentative 
attempts llieri': it nmvi-s now ami then with an over-cautious mistrust 
of the name of Socialism, while it gradually altsorlw the substance: and 
the movement spnads and si-izes one layer of the workers after another. 
It has now shaken out of their torpor the unskilled laborers of the East 
End of I/indon, and we ail know what a splendid impulse thi-ae fresh 
forces have given it in return. .\nd if tlie pace of the niovci'.ent is not up 
to tlie impiuienee of some people, let them not forget tluit it is the work¬ 
ing-class which keeps alive the fini'st qualities of the English character, 
and that, if a slep in advance is once gained in England, it is, ns a rule, 
never lost aftervrards. If the son,« of the old Chartists, for reasons ex- 
plaineil above, were not quite up to the mark, the'grandsons bid fair to 
be worthy of their forefathers. 

But tlie trinmph of the ICurojs'an working-class does not depend 
upon England alone. U cun only lie sc-euKsl by the cbrojHwation of. 
at least. England, France, and tiemi.my. In“boih the latter countries 
the working-class movement is well atwad of En^und. In (Jermony 
it is even within measureable distance of sucei'sa. Tlie "progresa it lias 
made there during the last twenty-five years is unitaralleleil.

the point of view of capitalist society. And then (nine the general reac¬ 
tion. First the defeat of the Charti-sts on the of .April, 18-18, then 
the crushing of the Pari.« working-men’s insurrection in .lune of the same 
year, then the disash?rs of 181.^ in Italy, Ilungar}-, South Certnanv. and 
at last the victory of Louis Bonaparte over Pans. Vnd iM'omber. 1S,M. 
For a time, at Jeast, the bugbear of working-cla**^ pretensions was put 
down, bnt at what a (losti If the Biitish bourg(v»H liad lann conrinc*Hl 
-Isrfore of the neoeasitv of maintaining the common people in a religious 
mood, how mneh more must he feel that nect'.-wity after nil the*e ex¬ 
periences? Regardless of the sneers of his Continental compe**rf. he 
continued to spend thousands and tens of tliousands. year after year, 
upon the crangelization of the lower orders; not content with his own 
native reJipons machinery', he appealed to Brother .Tonathan, the gmitest 
organizer in existence of religion as a trade, and imported from America 
reriTalism, Moody and .Sankey. and the like; and, finally, he accepted 
the dangerous aid of the Salvation Army, which revives the propaganda 
of (jarlv Christianity, appeals to the poor a* the elect, fights capitalism 
in a religious way, and thus fosters an element of early Christian class 
antagonism, which one day may become troublesome to the well-to-do 
people who now find the ready mo^cy for it. 

It seems a law of historical development that the bourgeoisie ran 
in no European country get hold’of pmitioal power—at least for any 
length of time—in tl esaine exclunvc way in which the feudal aristocracy 
kept hold of it during the Middle Ages. Even in France, where feudal- 
iam waa completely extinguished, the bourgeoisie, as a whole, haa held 
full poseoaaion of the Government for vej-y short periods only. During 
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Lonis Philippe’* reign, 18.10-18, a very :iniall portion of the bourgeoieie 
mlod the iingrioin; by far the larger part were cxrlnded from the enffrape 
l,y tho high qualifiwlion. Under the second Bepnhlic, 1848-.'ils the whole 
bourgcoiaic ruled, Int for three years only-, their incapacity brought 
on Uieaeeond Empire. It is only now, in the third Republic, that the 
bourgeoisie a* a whole have kept possession of the helm for some twenty 
yca’rs; and they are already showing lively signs of decadence. A durable 
reign of the bourgeoisie has been possible only ih countries like .America, 
where feudalism was unknown, and society at the very beginning smarted 
from a bourgeois basis. And even in Prance and America, the successors 
of the bourgeoisie, the working people, are already knocking at tlie door. 

In England, the bourgeoisie never held undivided sway. Even the 
vifiory of 1838 left the landed aristocracy in almost eirlnsiVe possession 
of all tlie leading Government oflSces. The meekness with which the 
wealthy middle-class submitted to this, remained inconceivable to me 
until the great Liberal manufacturer, Mr. W. A. Forster, in a public 
s|K>evli implored the young men of Bradford to learn French, as k means 
to gel on in the world, and quoted from his own ejpcricuce how sheepish 
he linked when, as a Cabinet Minister, he had to move in society where 
French was. at least, as necessaiy as English! The fact was, the Eng¬ 
lish middle-class of that time were, os a rule, quite uneducated upstarts, 
and could not help leaving to the aristocracy thoee su)>erior Governmental 
places where other qualifications were required than mere insular nar¬ 
rowness and insular conceit, seasoned by business sharpness.' Even now 
the ,t!dles<i nerwspaper debates about middle-class education show that 
the English middle-class does not yet consider itself good enough for tlie 
best education, and looks to s(<me'tliing more modest. Thus, even after 
the Repeal of the Com Laws, it appeared a matter of course, thst the 
men who had carried the day, the Cobdens, Brights, FoYsten, etc., thouhl 
remain excluded from a sh^ in the ofiSeial government of theVoiintty, 
until twenty years afterwards, a new Reform Act openetl to them the 
door of the Cabinet The English bourgeoisie are, np to the present day, 
•o deeply penetrated by a sense of their social inferiority that they keep 
up, at their own expense and that of the nation, an oniamentai caste 
of drones to represent the nation worthily at all State functions; and 
they consider themselves highly hononred whenever one of themselves 
is found worthy of admission into this select tnd privileged body, 
mannfsetared, ifftcr all, by themselrea. 

The industrial and commercial middle-cisss had, therefore, not yet 
•neoreOed in driving the landed aristocracy completely from political 
power when another competitor, the working-class, appeared on the 
stage. The reaction after the Chartist movement and the Continental 
MvoluUons, os well as the nnpsralleled extension of English trade from 
.1848-1866, (aaerilM-d vulgarly to Free Trade alone, but due far more 
to the eoUossal development of railways, oeeau steamers, and means 
of intercourse generally), had again driven the working-class into the 
dependency of the liberal party, of whieh they formed, as in pre-Chartist 
times, the Railieal wing. Their claims to the franchise, however, gradu¬ 
ally became irresiatahle; while the Whig leader* of the Liberals “funked." 
Uisraeli showed hi* superiority by making the Tories seiie the favourable 
^roent and introduce honsehold suffrage in the boroughs, along with 
B redistribution of seats. Then followe<t the Imllot; then in 1884 the ex- 
tnaion of household suffrage to the rounties and a fresh rei’.istrihution 
of scats, hy whieh electoral districts were to some extent equalized.

Latterly, however, 
it- permitted its menders to marry and to bless the colony with off¬ 
spring. ’The colony was very rich, its property waa worth over a mil¬ 
lion dniltn at one time, and ita people were happv and viriuout and— 
old f.ishioned. Gradually the younger member* bec^e Tulnerable to 
the vulgar seductions of the outaide world, and then thr death of the 
spiritual head of the community recurred, and the community in time 
derided to give np its eotiimnnistic form of organization and to go back 
In individual ownership in tbe wealtii of the organization. 'I'hus, the 
eleriea! gentleman above referred to says that Zoar tried .Socialism and 
"made a failure of it.” Now we know, of rourse. that communism is 
not Bocialitm, and that Socialism cannot be tried on a small scale, hav¬ 
ing to do with large production, but it may be well to coach our read- 
era in rase they meet this priestly bearer of false witness to ask him 
how thr Zoar -‘failure” is an argument against .Sorialism, when the 
Amana community of Iowa,' also a religions, communistic colony, that 
ia practically parallel in nrgoniiatiofl to the Zoar of old, is 
prosperons in every way and is constantly growing!
